Sirs 


On  this  date  I was  interviewed  in  the  SSB  office  by  the  above 
Agents  regarding  Jack  Leon  Ruby.  They  wanted  to  know  about,  the  time 
that  Bd  Carlson  and  I arrested  Jack  at  1717  S.  Brvay  on  a Liquor 
Law  Violation.  The  case  was  dismissed  and  they  wanted  to  know  if  I 
knew  why  it  was.  I have  no  knowledge  of  why  the  case  was  dismissed. 
The  also  wasted  to  see  the  Joe  Bonds  file  and  I let  them  look  at  it. 
They  also  wanted  to  know  if  I knew  any  officer  that  was  friendly 
with  Ruby  which  I did  not.  They  also  wanted  to  know  if  I have  ever 
been  in  iither  of  his  places  when  I was  off  duty  and  I told  them 
that  X had,  two  or  three  times.  They  also  wanted  to  know  if  I had 
paid  for  my  drinks  while  in  the  places  and  I told  them  that  X did. 
They  also  asked  who  was  assigned  to  the  North  ramp  of  the  City  Hall 
on  the  day  that  Ozwald  was  killed,  I did  not  know  who  was  assigned. 
They  also  asked  if  I had  talked  to  Ruby  since  the  President  was 
killred  and  I had  not.  They  asked  if  the  Liquor  file  books  would 
reflect  if  Jack  hod  been  o''t  of  town  for  an  extended  period  of  time. 
They  asked  how  long  I hod  known  Jack  and  I did  not  know  for  sure. 
They  asked  if  I had  ever  worked  f or  Jack  in  any  of  his  places  of 
business.  They  also  asked  It  I had  paid  an  admission  to  his 
places  of  business  when  X was  not  on  business  and  I told  them  I 
had  not.  They  asked  for  a personal  obse "vation  of  Jack  and  t|»e 
only  thing  that  I told  them  that  he  might  be  considered  egotist. 
They  asked  mp  if  I ever  saw  him  in  a fi"ht  and  I told  them  that  he 
had  helped  Carlson  (Bd)  and  X subdue  tvo  prisoners  once  in  the 
Silver  Spufe  at  1717  S.  Brvay.
